The Waste of Mannres. 


Messrs. Editors :—la my first com- 


munication to your paper on this sub- 
ject, I considered the waste arising 
from the barbers' shop only. I wifl 
now direct the attention of your read- 
ers to the consideration of the still 
greater waste arising from the wasted 
scraps from the boot, shoe, harness, 
whip and portmonie factories. I have 
no means of knowing the whole amount 
of waste arising from the abovesourc.es, 
but tfie true value of such elements 
as fertilizers, I know well both from 
chemical analysis and from practical 
experiments. 
Yesterday I stepped 


nto a harness shop and inquired of the 
head man what he did with scraps.— 
Said lie, I burn them up in winter, 
and throw them out in summer, as you 
see here before my shop. But do you 
know their value as a fertilizer ? Yes, 
'said he, I know it well, for I am an 
Englishman, from the county of Sus- 
sex, Rngland, where all the farms are 
under better cultivation than the best 
gardens in this country. There I sold 
all the scraps I could save, for four 
cents a pound'; but here I should have 
to hire the farmer to draw them away 
from me. But I have made up my 
mind, said he, that farming in this 
country is a'l a sham, any way. They 
don't know the first thing about it. 
I 


was told by a shoe-factor in Connec- 
ticut, about two years ago, that he 
burned up at least three tons of scraps 
a year, worth to him not more than 
one-fourth of a cent a pound, and per- 
haps not half of that. 
On the aver.is:, 


not more thai nine or ten hands ivera 
employed in the shop to which I refer. 


What an immense waste there inn.-t 


be in the N.ew England States, anJ es- 
pecially in Massachusetts and Coune.-- 
ticut. 
It is a sintrnlnr fact, too. tin; 


all the farms, all around the factories 
referred to, have the greatest need of 
these wasted elements. 
Yet they will 


burn up and chro\v to waste thousands 
of tons annually, of the very elements 
they are now imparting, ander the 
name of jrua 1,1, at an expense at least 
ten times greater. 
Among these ele- 


ments of waste, 1 inciud* all the old 


boots, show, harness mid other ncraps, 
wafiod annually from every farm-house 
in the land.
